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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 2, filed February 29, 2008, with respect to the rejection 
of claims 3, 36-40, and 42 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 3, 36-40, and 42 under that section has been 
withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed February 29, 2008, regarding the rejection of claims 2-4, 8, 
10, 14-17, 20, 22, and 26-45 under 35 U.S.C. §§ 102(b), 103(a) have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

On page 5 of the remarks, Applicant argues that "in Suda there is no description of a line- 
of-sight not being determined at all, and the Official Action fails to point to any portion of Suda 
that would teach or suggest that the point-of-signal detection circuit 6 fails to make any detection 
of line-of-sight." 

The examiner notes that the claim language in question is, "if the position designation is 
not received." 

In column 3, lines 54-57, Suda discloses that an error occurs when an operator blinks or 
looks in another direction. During both of these situations, a position designation is not received, 
as claimed. As noted in the Office action, in response to an error, a default photometry frame is 
automatically designated (see column 12, lines 8-13). 

Assuming arguendo that Applicant's claim language is, "if the position designation is 
never received," the examiner notes that one of ordinary skill in the art would still consider a 
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failure to detect a line of sight at all to be an "error in detecting the line of sight." Consequently, 
the failure of a user to designate a region would result in the execution of the error handling 
described in claim 12, lines 8-13.
